Since  om-  last  reporl  things  have  balanced  off 
here  at  the  Heights  and  now  we  are  in  a  position 
to  announce  our  undergraduate  enrollment  as 
4750.     For    reasons   not   altogether   clear,   there 
was  a  definite  decline  in  the  number  of  veterans 
returning  for  the  third  and  fourth  years,  and  a 
sharp  drop  in  the  non-veteran  returning  after 
the  first  year.    We  know  that  many  of  the  vet- 
erans left  us  to  enter  graduate  schools  and  we 
know,  too,  that  some  of  the  non-veterans  left  us 
to  enter  military  service.   We  are  not  disappoint- 
ed   at    the   falling    off    in    numbers    because    the 
campus  is  still  over-crowded,  and  the  decline  in 
the    registration    makes    it    possible    to    handle 
numbers  a  little  more  effectively. 

It  will  be  of  interest  to  all,  to  know  that  the 
annual  student  retreat  this  year  was  conducted 
at  the  Cathedral  of  the  Holy  Cross.  The  Seniors 
and  boarders  followed  the  spiritual  exercises 
here  at  the  Heights,  while  3500  Freshmen,  Soph- 
omores and  Juniors  were  in  attendance  at  the 
Cathedral.  His  Excellency,  the  Most  Reverend 
Archbishop,  presided  at  the  last  exercise  and 
gave  Benediction  of  the  Most  Blessed  Sacrament. 


At  the  close  of  Benediction,  he  addressed  th© 
student  body  and  has  since  invited  us  back  fori 
another  year.  The  Archbishop  was  thrilled  at 
the  sight  of  3500  men  in  his  Cathedral,  and  Ms- 
own  inspiring  remarks  served  as  a  titling  climax. 
While  we  have  not  settled  on  the  program  for 
another  year,  since  everything  went  so  smoothly 
this  year,  I  am  inclined  to  go  back  to  the  Cathel 
dial  again. 

A  small  group  of  60  spent  the  retreat  week  at 
North  Andover  and  they  are  so  enthusiastic  that 
I  am  hoping  we  can  do  more  by  way  of  closed  re- 
treats for  the  student  body.  I  mention  this  that 
you  may  know  that  the  decreased  enrollment  has 
not  meant  a  let-down  in  the  spirituality  of  the 
student  body. 

Let  me  take  this  occasion  to  bring  you  the 
prayerful  best  wishes  of  all  your  former  teachers 
for  a  happy  and  blessed  Christmas.  I  know  I 
need  not  tell  you  that  in  our  Christmas  Masses 
you  and  all  your  intentions  will  have  a  very 
special  memento.  May  the  blessings  of  the  Christ 
Child  be  with  you  and  yours  always.

LIBRARY  IRISH  LITERATURE 
COLLECTION 

The  Irish  Collection,  gathered  over  a  period 
of  years  by  the  College  library,  now  comprises 
one  of*  the  finest  collections  of  Irish  literature 
in  the  United  States. 

Three  years  ago  this  collection  was  greatly 
augmented  by  the  acquistion  of  the  1500  vol  nine 
John  T.  Hughes  Memorial  Collection.  These 
books  were  assembled  by  the  late  Mr.  Eughes, 
a  Post  on  lawyer  who  not  only  manifested  a  great 
love  for  Ireland  but  also  an  active  interest  in 
her  literature  and  history. 

Among  the  rare  items  received  through  the 
Hughes  donation  are  the  Acta  Sanctorum  of 
Lives  of  Irish  Saints,  written  in  two  volumes  at 
Louvain  in  the  early  17th  century  by  the  Rev. 
John  Colgan;  the  Calendar  of  Aenffus,  or  Calen- 
dar of  Church  Festivals,  composed  in  the  ninth 
century  and  edited  and  published  by  Dr.  Whit- 
ney Stokes  of  Trinity  College,  Dublin,  in  1ST1  ; 
Bunting's  Ancient  Music  of  Ireland,  which  is  an 
1840  edition  of  a  work  which  first  appeared  in 
17!)5;  Davis'  Discovery  of  the  True  Causes  Why 
Ireland   Was    Xerer  Subdued,  published   in    1612. 

Also  included  in  this  outstanding  group  are 
a  manuscript  copy  of  Geoffrey  Keating's  History 
of  Ireland,  Hook  of  the  Pun  Cow,  and  the  Justi- 
fication and  ILi-position  of  the  Divine  Sacrifice 
of  the  Mass  by  the  Rev.  Henry  FitzSimon,  who 
wrote  the  Justification  while  on  the  staff  of  the 
Irish  College  of  Douay  in  1611. 

Several  years  ago  Mrs.  Joseph  Plunkett,  whose 
husband  was  executed  in  Ireland  after  the  Easter 
Rising  of  1916,  presented  Rev.  Terence  A.  Con- 
nolly, S.J.,  Librarian  at  Boston  College  with  .. 
number  of  manuscript  copies  of  her  husband's 
poems.  The  library  also  possesses  typewritten 
manuscripts  of  poems  by  Thomas  McDonagh, 
another  Easter  Week  martyr.
